FLYING FISH NOT A MYTH 


Denizen of the tee Known to Be Really 
Capable of Sustained Flights 
Through ths Air. 


Does the flying fish really fly? Or 
does It merely leap out of the water 
and glide through the air? 
‘'This Is a question thnt haa been 
imieh disputed; which te rather odd. 
considering how jnany people have 
had opportunities to watch at leisure 
the aerial “stunts” of the finny species 
in question. 
"Tlie fact, as asserted by emtnont 
naturalist*, 1* that the flying fteh doe* 
fly. 
In flight It will sometimes turn 
at right angle*, or even at a very acute 
angle. 
Nay. more, it I* occasionally 
observed to turn about swiftly and, 
come back In a direction opposite to 
that In which ft» course wa* begun. 
From the bow of a ship one may see 
rhe wing* of flying fl*hes flap as they 
hurry to get out of the way. When In 
full flight the outlines of their “wings” 
are blurred to the eye, ao rapid are 
the flapping*. 
They sometimes fly 150 or 200 yards 
without rising more than a couple of 
feet above the surface of the k#n.‘ 
Often they are observed to rise over 
the crests of waves and sink into the 
holldWs. 
These performance* could 
not be accomplished by mere leaping 
and gliding.

Flying fishes are able ^o rise to a 
considerable height, and often ceme 
on board of large steamers.
